The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: In U.S. Patent 6,400,701 B2, Lin et al discloses a communication system 
transmitting voice data in packet (Fig. 5) comprising a radio base station 301 having an 
air interface for 516 for connecting to a mobile subscriber 501 and a network interface 
523 for connecting to a communication network (col. 8 lines 52-67). However, the prior 
art of record fails to teach for the steps of or means for "wherein voice data to be 
transmitted in each case are transmitted within data packets to be transmitted 
asynchronously for the first and second partial connections", when such voice data to 
be transmitted is considered within the specific stmcture of the device recited in claim 1.
